COUNTY SEATS 


Governor Toner in Inaugural Ad 


dress Favors Plan which would 


Connect Gettysburg with Other 


County Seats. 


That Gettysburg will tie connected 
with nearby cjunty seats as a part of 
a ny stem of statew ide road 
improve 
ment was included in the plans for his 
administration outlined by Governor 
Tetier in his inaugural address at H ar­ 
risburg today. 
Ibe new executive 
states that bis plan is so large and will 
require so much money that the state's 
indebtedness will have to be incieased 
and 
consequently 
a constitutional 
amendment will have to lie adopted 
lie fore the general plan can be worked 
out. 
lu discussing the matter in his 
address Governor Tener said: 


Pennsylvania has been pre-eminent 
In many governmental activities, but 
In the consideration of highways the 
effort bas not 
been commensurate 
with the need. Other states have rec­ 
ognized not only the desirability but 
the necessity of good roads, and have 
to the limit of their means endeav­ 
ored to meet 
this need; 
in 
fact, 
though heavily in debt, they have add­ 
ed to their obligations for this pur- 
pose Pennsylvan a. practically out of 
debt, has done little to supply this 
want. The department with small op 
propriatlons has been able to make 
but little headway, 
Time to Improve Roads. 
With a total of 97,000 miles of pub­ 
lic roads, but 700 miles have been im­ 
proved by the state. The time has 
come wh«n an active effort must be 
made. 
A general plan of statewide 
road improvement should be adop el 
and accomplished To do this will re­ 
quire the expenditure of a large sum 
far beyond the ordinary revenues, and 
the necessary funds can be raised 
only by an addition to the state debt 
for that purpose To effect this a con­ 
stitutional amendment will be neces­ 
sary, which could not be operative 
until after a ratifying election in 1913. 
but In the meanUmc a comprehensive 
scheme could be worked out. and nil 
moneys available from carrent rev»*- 
nue* can be used for construction as 
would from time to time be deter­ 
mined practicable. 
Though pressing the necessity for 
road Improvement, I would before 
proving the expenditure of large sums 
of money, Insist upon the adoption of 
a practicable 
working plan, which 
would deal fairly with all sections ac­ 
cording to their respective needs. 
My present thought is. as a begin­ 
ning. that the state should construct 
at least one road between adjoining 
county seats, and to these other roads 
could, from time to time, be added 
until the general Improvement would 
be consummated Piecemeal and small 
disconnected 
construction. 
widely 
separated, should not be made except 
In case of pressing necessity 
In my oplniou a reorganization of 
our highway department is necessary 
and recommend an organization more 
comprehensive in Its administration, 
with power, with the approval of the 
board of public grounds and buildings, 
to consider and execute this genera) 
highway plan.

TOWNSIIFFERS 


Safe HarboLHouses Flooded 
and Battered by lce.j 


BUILDING 
SWEPT 
AWAY 


Ice Pack Rushes Over Huge Dam at 
McCall's Ferry and Leaves the Plant 
Unscathed. 


Lancaster, Pa., Jan. 17.—With first 
floors flooded and houses bat.e n d by 
huge ice cakes tossed about ny the 
steadily rising water, Safe Harbor was 
saved from complete submersion by 
the opportune breaking of the Su^qu* 
hanna gorge below the village. 
W ater stood four feet in the bar­ 
room 
of 
Albert 
Onney’s 
Railroad 
house, and several stables and other 
buildings were swept away. 
The temporary 'relief afforded Safe 
Harbor, however, was short lived. Ice, 
rushing out of the Conestoga, jammed 
in the mouth of that stream, allowing 
only a small portion of the water to 
escape and backing up the creek. 
There is still a flood of about twen- 
ty-flve feet in the village, with the wa­ 
ter slowly rising. 
Ice Goes Over Dam. 
The gorges at York Furnace and 
Pequea broke almost simultaneously. 
The suddenly released water and ice 
crashed down through the thick sheet 
of unbroken ice that coated the river 
for five railes, from York Furnace to 
the dam below McCall's Ferry. 
In twenty minutes the water at the 
dam had risen four feet, and for the 
first time ice ran over its breast. THI? 
was 4he test of the strength of the 
massive structure of concrete, which 
engineering 
experts were 
anxiously 
awaiting. 
They were overjoyed to find their 
prediction that the dam would stand 
the 
strain and 
carry the Ice away 
without dan.age to the big power house 
fully realized. 
Railroad Is Undermined. 
The flood water played hob about 
Washingtouboro. The south track of 
the Pennsylvania low grade line was 
flooded and undermined to su ch an ex­ 
tent that it was put out of servile. 
W ater ran over the tracks of th< Co­ 
lumbia A Port Deposit road. Islands 
immediately in front of W’ashington- 
boro were inundated to a depth of four 
or five feet, and some valuable crops 
of tobacco were ruined. 
At Long l>evel, on the York county 
side, the homes of James Ramsey aud 
John Detwiler were flooded. Both were 
abandoned. 
At Columbia and Washington boro 
the river is failing, the water that has 
been flooding down all day from far 
up the river evidently having found 
channels through the gorge at Turkey 
Hill. 
W ater backed up the Pequea creek 
as far as Coleman Ville, and put the 
York Furnace trolley line out* of ser­ 
vice.

W ashington, Jan 17.—Th** outcome 
of another row on the rules in tho 
house of representatives indicates tho 
probability of an extra session of con­ 
gress. 
At least this is the view of the 
leaders of the body from Speaker Can­ 
non down. 
R epresentative Tawney, of Minne­ 
sota. chairm an of the h o u s e appt opr ta 
tions comm ittee, was more communi­ 
cative on the subject than those asso­ 
ciated with him in the leadership oi 
the 
house 
organization. 
While 
he 
v. ould not perm it himself to be quoted, 
ho adm itted that as a result of the 
perform ance of the house there was 
slim c hance of the regular business of 
that body being conc luded by the 4th 
of March. 
What the house did am ounts to the 
establishm ent of a precedent that no 
general business may be considered. 
no m atter what a majority of the body 
shall desire, on the first and third 
Mondays of the month. These days 
must be given over to the considera­ 
tion of bills called up for passage by 
unanimous consent, of hills postponed 
for passage under suspension of the 
rules and of motions for the discharge 
ut com m ittees from the considerat on 
of m easures on which they have taken 
no action. 
But as one man may destroy the op­ 
eration of the unanimous consent rule, 
and as Representative Mann, of Illi­ 
nois, has rendered it impossible to 
consider bills under suspension of the 
rules, it is apparent that for a consid­ 
erable proportion of the legislative 
total the house Is entirely tied up. 


Cannon Overruled. 
This condition was brought shout 
when the house, by a vote of 155 to 
124, refused to la) on the table an ap­ 
peal taken by Representative Fitzger­ 
ald, Democrat, of New York, from a 
decision of Speaker Cannon. 
Mr. Fitzgerald appealed from a de­ 
cision which would have perm itted the 
setting aside of the u*-w rule, adopted 
in the fight last spring when Speaker 
Cannon was shot ti of muc h of his 
power, giving pow* r to take lulls away 
from com m ittee. Twenty-three insur­ 
gents voted with the I) mo* rats. 
The rules fight developed over an 
attem pt to set aside the new rule, 
which gives preference on alternate 
Mondays to meet the disc harge meas­ 
ures from committees. 
Speaker 
Cannon had his decision 
typew ritten and ready to read as soon 
as the point of order was made. Th** 
Democrats snd insurgents opposed vig­ 
orously the attem pt to abrogate the 
new nil©. 
E arlier in the session one lone con­ 
gressman, Mr. Hardwick, of Georgia 
aggrieved because the speaker ruled 
him out of order when he attem pted 
to have printed in the Congressional 
Record a memorial from thousands of 
farm ers in his 
district, threw 
the 
bouse into a state of consternation by 
objecting to scores of 
private hills 
which other members were anxious to 
have parsed 
Mr Hardwick would not recede from 
his hostile attitude, aud the result Is 
that it will be two weeks before It will 
he possible to get the hills up again 
under the "unanimous’’ consent proce­ 
dure. 


Vote to Pay Southern Pacific. 
W ashington. Jan. 17.—By a strict 
party vote of 7 to 5 the house commit­ 
tee on claim* voted to recommend the 
payment of $773,000 to the Southern 
Pac ific railroad for its work in repair­ 
ing the break in the Colorado river 
three years ago when the Imperial val­ 
ley in California was overflowed.

TENER'S AIM IS 
TO SERVE PUBLIC 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 17.—Governor 
Tener took the oath of office here to­ 
day. 
In his inaugural address he 
urged the strict enforcement of laws 
already enacted and recommended the 
passage of new legislation. “Tp serve 
the people will ever be my aim and 
duty well done will be my highest 
reward,” he said In conclusion. 
His 
address follows: 
Believing that I have a correct sense 
of the obligatidn which is Imposed by 
the oath just taken, I approach the 
duties of the office to which you have 
elected me, conscious of their import­ 
ance and of my responsibility in their 
lawful execution. 
I appreciate the magnitude of our 
state and of the many activities of our 
people, which have secured for us so 
high a place among the American com­ 
monwealths, and it should be the aim 
of all officials to contribute to their ut­ 
most the maintenance of this high po­ 
sition. There should ever be the de­ 
sire to make the most of our advan­ 
tages to the end that the people may 
receive the best results therefrom.

forward march public officials must 
keep apace, not only to be vigilant to 
see that the laws are faithfully exe­ 
cuted. but to give to the people the 
best that Is In them; to see that these 
laws should bear equally upon all and 
that the ultimate result be the welfare 
and happiness of our people.
